bell ion was one, and the armies of the union 
should be one; and the general who could 
mold, 
control, inspire an arm y 1,000.000 
strong and make them think, feel and tikbt 
a« ooe man was the desire of fue Jrepuolic. 
Such a one wa* he around whoee bier a 
nation weeps to-day. 
To be evervwhere 
present at once 
by bis spirit and order* 
wh*

Tue nation felt her mighty change ani 
tha rebellion went down beueath toe power 
of one m aster mind.

In all the annals of 
var, there is no such » plendid reasoning on 
the certainty of result*. 
Other» have con­ 
quered by the superiority of m aterial fores, 
but he by the superiority of mind over mind.

-r-Number work, is attracting great in­ 
terest, and v isitors are numerous during 
the morning hours giv en to Miss Ken­ 
nedy’s work. 
The first step in number is one of the 
most important. 
The children handle the objects them 
selv es,—thus mind and muscle are train­ 
ed together, and illustrate the juv enile 
axiom. “ Children learn by doiDg.” 
The language cf substraction is a v ery 
difficult thing to master. 
The first work is done in this wise: 
The child has two objects in one hand, 
two flags, for example. Looking directly 
at the flags he says, “two flags less one 
flag” (looking at the flag he is about to 
put out of sight) “ leav es one flag” (the 
child now looks directly at the remain­ 
ing flag, the other is put out of sight). 
The second step is to hav e the teacher 
handle the objects, and the pupils trans­ 
late- the motions made by the teacher as 
she handles the objects v ery promptly. 
The third step is to hav e the teacher 
tell a story, the children repeating the 
story iu the language of arithmetic. 
Illustration: 
Teacher. 
“I saw two 
boys going down the street, but at the 
corner one boy went into a house.*' 
Pupil. 
“ Two boys less one boy leav es 
one boy.” 
Teaching fig u res was the important 
work of the morning. 
Miss Kennedy placed a single figure at 
a time upon the liquid, and had the 
“ Roses” answer; but when she placed 
3 -f- 3 upon the board, and asked the 
class to bring objects, it was v ery appar 
ent that the children could not translate 
readily, although two of the class hav e 
been in the school a year. 
Rapid translation of numbers is a v al 
uable 
work 
rare that only a zealous teacher will giv e 
Beginning writing, when and how are 
questions that puzzles many teachers. 
Miss Kennedy begins the work by 
teaching straight up and down lines, 
found first in objects, as the v ertica 
edges of the window frame, a box am 
table 
The cracks in the floor are straight 
lying down lines. 
It is not the pupil who tells of the ap­ 
parent objects in a room, but the one 
that searches for hidden things that re 
reiv es the greatest benefit. 
— Ho, ye who are not in the dictionary 
work! Arc you aware of the interesting 
time we are hav ing? Follow with us the 
tongue windings of this list of words for 
recreation’s sake: 
Parasol, patent, pa­ 
tron. plov er, plait, pommel, pronuncia­ 
tion. pooh, rise (as a noun), route, salv e, 
stomacher, sirup, scourge, soot, aceti, 
spinage. poniard, paths. 
Did you stum­

Are you sure you are right? 
-hMonday’s work in language was on 
the use of personal and relativ e pronouns. 
The discussion as to the best means of 
introducing “ words used instead of ” and 
those “relating to” nouns, was carried 
on in a spirited manner. 
It comes quite natural for the child to 
u-e V, sh t and it and their possessiv e and 
objectiv e forms, instead of the name 
words. 
A few well directed sentences 
soon set this matter right, but there must 
be a continual drill upon the harder 
forms of the relativ e to establish them in 
(he young pupils v ocabulary. 
—S ntences containing all the uses of 
the relativ e were handled and the posit­ 
ion of preposition, relativ e, subject of 
clause, and predicate of clause duly no­ 
te I 
This subject as to the p o sitio n 
of all 
the parts of the subordinate clause is a 
fine thing to present to pupils at this 
stage of the work. 
They soon fall in 
with the forms of tnese clauses and once 
gotten correctly they hav e a new and ex- 
pres-iv e addition to their sentences 
In 
thi- kind of sentence-work there is a 
cuance for the teacher and pupils to go 
deep into their store house of sentences 
and bring forth all samples they hav e in 
stuck. 
There is not much danger of 
ov er-doing the business.

Or fifteen 
cents will buy a bundle of lath and one 
of your school boys will plane them for 
you. 
This map work can be done by pupils, 
and we know’ one school in Lee county 
pretty well furnished with outline maps 
of this kind, which were made by the 
pupils and of which they are justly proud.
